With the four leading nations of South 
America—Brazil, Argentina, Chile and Peru—a unit, the alleged 
helplessness of the southern continent in case of a European attack 
loses a great deal of its force as an argument in favor of the Monroe 
coctrine. jut it is no longer open to doubt that the drawing together 
ef the four nations—to be followed inevitably by that of their friends, 
that is of all of South America—is nothing short of an assertion of 
latinity, of “el patrimonio latino,” against Anglo-Saxon territorial 
expansion as represented by the United States 

There is no inclination, judging trom press utterances especially 
along the Pacific coast of South America, to be unreasonable on the 
score of paramount American interests north of Panama, and in so 
far as the Monroe doctrine represents the egis of American supreni- 
acy it will undoubtedly continue to be tacitly conceded along -those 
shores. But as for the rest, the issues which the Panama canal is 
bound to raise point to the urgency of a new doctrine that shall 
express the Pan-American idea as doing justice to the new solidarity 
of South America. And it is not altogether unfitting that this oppor- 
tunity should present itself under Democratic auspices.
